The prior art closest to the invention 
according to claim 1 is the joint for connecting 
flat rigid parts, which comprises projections, 
embodied on the sides of the parts to be 
interlinked and having bulb-like broadenings on 
the ends and necks at their bases, and slots 
answering thereto, consisting of bulb-shaped 
indents, corresponding to the bulb-shaped 
broadenings of the projections, which pass into 
grooves corresponding to the necks of the 
projections (figures 1, 2A, 7 , 8A, 8B, 8C, 8D) . 

The claimed joint differs from the prior art 
disclosed in Dl in that the surfaces of the 
projection ends and the surfaces of the face of 
the slots interlinking therewith are conical, the 
peaks of the conical surfaces of the ends of the

From D2 is known a connection joint for flat 
parts, which comprises projections embodied on the 
sides to be interlinked, having broadenings on the 
ends and necks at their bases, and slots answering 
thereto, consisting of indents corresponding to 
the broadenings of the projections, passing into 
grooves corresponding to the necks of the 
projections; the surfaces of the projection ends 
and the surfaces of the face of the slots 
interlinked therewith are cut aslant (figures 1, 
6) . 

However, D2-D4 do not disclose the following 
features of claim 1: "the surfaces of the 
projection ends and the surfaces of the face of 
the slots interlinked therewith are conical, the 
peaks of the conical surfaces of the projection 
ends and face of the indents are located on 
different sides in respect of the parts to be 
connected", which, in combination with the known 
features, ensure the flat connected parts work 
reliably, namely work in tension, in bending (in 
one direction), and in shear in a direction 
perpendicular to the plane of the parts to be 
connected, which is not obvious. Therefore, claim 
1 and dependent claims 2-3 meet the requirement of 
novelty and inventive step.
